The last Legislature made an apj>ropriation of ,^1 ,000,000 for 
the new State Capitol. The Hon. A. S. Thompson, of Bourbon, 
was the only man in either House of that Assembly that voted 
against the approi^riation. He favored a smaller amount to 
begin with, knowing that appropriations would he asked for* at 
every subsequent session of the I-»egislature and no telling what 
the end wouldbe .It now looks as if Mr.Tliompson had the right 
idea about the matter. 

In the report submitted to both Houses of the Legislature 
the other day by Gov. Beckham for tlie Commission, the archi- 
tect recommends another million dollar appropriation for the 
new Capitol. The Governor asked when he submitted his re- 
port that the Capitol Committees of both Houses examine and 
consider the matter until Friday when the^Commissiouers would 
meet. This was a feeler for the Administration and before the 
appointed time for the meeting came around the wiley young 
politician discovered that it was too soon for another million to 
he put in their hands. So h^ recommended to the Commission 
in session Friday that only a habitable Capitol he erected for the 
present, leaving the proposed ornamental features to future Leg- 
islatures. The fondation of the new building is not yet finished, 
and the way they have started to ask for appropriations it will 
cost the State many millions of dollars. * 

The Governor, the head of the Capitol Commission, has dis- 
covered he has at last struck a snag, for whenever he begins to 
squander the taxpayers’ money in extravagant expenditures on 
this new Capitol he will find his name to he “Dennis” before 
he realizes it. He is a wise young man, though, and besides has 
wise men beliinch him to handle the strings and th^y know ex- 
actly when to pull.

— Commodore Wm. 1‘. McCann, 
United States NaVy, retired, died at 
his ‘ home at New Rochelle, N. Y., 
yesterday, of paralysis.

Gatchell, entered Fort Sam Houston, j 
Texas, amid the cheers of the garri- j 
son, Friday.

‘ Mr. Giiffith was b'^rn in Kentnoky, 
and was enucated at Yale, graduating 
with the degree of A. B. Uls law train' 
ing wrs later aeqaired at the Cincinuati 
Law School, at Oiucinneti, O. 

“Twelve years ago Mr. Griffith wat- 
mrrried to Mise Georgia Moore, daogh- 
ter of W. F. Moore, a iivo stock com- 
mission man and a member of one of 
the best known families in Kansas City. 
The widow and two children — Kerfort, 
aged 11 yeare, and Margaret, 9 years 
old, survive him They were ah at the 
bedside at the time of bis death except 
the little daughter, who, owing to her 
serious illness, was not told cf htr 
fa‘h«>r’8 death.
